City Court, and that if Ihoother side was 
ready the trial would go on." On sixteen 
days' uptico either sido had a right to de- 
mand the trial of the action, and the costs 
would fall on tho party which failed to meet 
the issue. Tho suit might bo loft in statu 
quo and forever remain undecided] and 
neither side would be responsible for 'costs: 
but as soon as it reached a result, either 
in a verdict or in definite action from either 
side,the costs would be fixed.Mr.Tilton would 
not be responsible for the-costs if nothing 
further was done in tho case, nut if the do- 
fendaiit should call tho c.nse and tho plain- 
tiff should not respond ho would bo liable. 


Xli* Pteffro "Scare'' In neorgla> 


Tho Times' special froin Augusta, Ga., 


gives the following particulars of the re- 
ported insurrection by negroes: Two days 
since a loiter ;wna found in Williamson's 
store, in Washington county, a placo where 
a.colored iriilUin company drills, ordering a 
massacre of whites on tho 20th iuat. Tlio 
ordertwas signed by a man named Harris, 
and stated that Elvers, a colored militia 
general of South Carolina, would be present 
and direct tho movement. Tho order read: 
"Kill every white man and take every gun 
you can got. Have all you companies ready. 
Kill with axes, hoes,pitchfo"rfis and get gun- 
powder and shot ns you4ill." 


After commencing tho work in Washing- 


ton county, the negroes were directed to 
move towarii Barlow, iu Jefferson county, 
where they would be joined by Gen. Elvers. 
At first many thought this was a hoax got- 
ten up for scaring the whites, but yester- 
day a letter was found in Jefl'ersou county 
directed to tho colored companies of this 
county, and giving substantially the same 
instructions, A lady living in Jefferson 
county was also warned by a faithful servant 
that she had better not bo at home on Fri- 
day or she may uouie to harm. Tho whites 
apprehending danger telegraphed to Macou 
for ammunition, which was promptly "fur- 
nished and distributed to tho local com- 
panies. Every preparation was made for 
the conflict, but measures wore also taken 
to prevent a collision. 


Today Governor Smith was informed of 


the situation and telegraphed to Sandersville 
and Teunillo, in Washington county, and to 
Louisville in Jefferson county, ordering tho 
white military companies in those places to 
report to the sheriffs for duty, but caution- 
ing the sheriffs to bo careful in the exorcise 
of their powers. At onco tho work of 
making arrests commenced, and by dusk 
this evening eighty negroes charged with 
being tho ringleaders iu the movement had 
been arrested. None of tho accused offered 
resistance. Home were sent to jail in Sau- 
dersville and others in Wrightsviilo. 
It is 


alleged that the correspondence captured in- 
dicates a conspiracy among the negroes ex- 
tending through tho counties of Washington, 
Jefferson, Johnson and Burke. It is thought 
that tho nrrefits today and the preparations 
made by the whites will prevent an outbreak, 
It is now feared the whites will not awnit 
the process of the law, but will lynch the 
prisoners now in jail. 
Moderation is couu- 


seled,but fears for their fate are entertained. 
Many believe the affair has been greatly ex- 
aggerated and that no mischief was intend- 
ed. 


A letter somewhat similar to tho above 


mentioned was intercepted 
in Hancock 


county some timo ago, and tho whites then 
armed for a conflict, but none camo. 
The 


greatest excitement is prevailing in .the 
oounties threatened, and tho slightest im- 
prudence may cause disastrous couBequeuccQ.
